States South Atlantic Squadron, has communicated
to this Bureau tbe following description ot a shoal
lately discovered in the Straits ol Magellan, by Cap-

tain Richard Mayne, of 11. B. M. surveying vessel
Nassau:

The kelp patch off Barranca Point, at tbe west end
of tbe First Narrows in the Straits ot Magellan, ex-
tends nearly a mile from the high water extreme of
the Point, and bears from It a 59 degrees E mag-
netic.

At low water springs there are only three feet water
on Its southern eoge; It Is always marked by kelp;
there is deep water half a mile south ot It (twenty
fathoms).
